An Old Resident in your yesterday evon- 
ing’s paper, after saying with much trath 
that a Saving’s Bank would be a benefit to 
the many of the Colony who have no safe 
place in which to accumulate small savings, 
refers to some previous correspondence on 
the subject of building ‘sites at Kowloon, 
and adds that (ia his opinion) the scheme 
of procuring building sites there for the 
Portuguese clerks is not practicable because 
they cannot afford to live so fur off as the 
meana of transport for theimselves, and 
their dependanta to and from office, echool, 
Church, and market would be too expen- 


sivo; and in bad weather they might |- 


unwillingly be debarred from attonding to 
thoir duties, 

1€ you will allow me, I would say, 
that I have spoken tv many Portuguese 
and other gentlemen capable of forming ou 
opinion on the su ject, who one and oll 
agreed with mo that Kowloon (Tsim-taat- 
ui) ia the only land ia che Colony eligible 
for the purpose of a rural suburb for people 
of small incomes, for the reason that itis 
within a few minutes’ ferry of Peddar’s 


Wharf at trifling cost, 
A family Woxet would ‘couvey the largest 


family backwards, and forwards between 
Kowloon jetty aad Peddat’s Wharf all day, 
‘yen now, when there is no competition, 
for a few dollars a month. :
